James O’Brien knew he was 
lucky to be alive.-The tornado 
had missed:him but destroyed 
just about everything else. 
- His home was gone, so was 
his-car, his neighborhood was 
in shambles. Yet, James was 


alive. He would rebuild, He ~ 


would start his life over again. 

James would never forget 
the day of the tornado. He 
actually saw’the twister before 
it slammed into his neighbor- 

. hood. And,'he saw something 
else he would never forget. ~ 

“Just-before I saw the torna. 
do,” James said, “the sky 
turned green. It was very 
weird.” 

James is not the only person 
to witness a green thunder- 
storm. There are thousands of 
people who claim the sky has 
turned green. In almost every 
case, the green sky was fol- 
lowed by a severe thunde or 
storm. 

Despite these anecdotal 
reports of green storms, some 
scientists do not believe that 
green thunderstorms actually 
exist. These skeptics suggest 
the green storms may be due 
„to hail or reflections of light 
from green foliage on the 
ground. 

Prank Gallagher, William 
Beasley and Craig Bohren 
decided to settle the issue of 
green thunderstorms conclu- 
sively. The three scientists 
spent the spring of 1995 dri- 
ving tbrough the back roads of 
Oklahoma and Texas looking 
for green thunderstorms. 

Along with video and still 


cameras, the scientists 
brought along a ‘Photo 
Research PR-650 


SpectraColorimeter. The PR 
650 is a lightweight portable 
spectrophotometer that can 
measure.the entire visible 
spectrum. If there was a green 
thunderstorm in the 
Oklahoma of Texas sky, the 
PR-650 would find it. 

Their first chance came on 


the afternoon of May 7, as a, 


small squall line developed in 
southwestern Oklahoma. “We 
recorded three spectra of the 
storm as it approached our 
viewing position in, Mountain 
Park, Oklahoma,” said 
Gallagher. 

At first, the spectrophotome. 
ter recorded a wavelength typ 
ically associated with the color 
blue. Gallagher, Beasley and 
Bohren noticed that the clouds 
did have a bluish tinge. 

Then, a few minutes later, 
the spectrophotometer record- 
ed something else. “A distinct 
change could be seen in the 
spectrum,” said Beasley. “The 
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color of the clouds began to 
take on a greenish cast.” 

The three scientists had 
their proof, green thunder- 
storms did-exist. Altogether, 
Gallagher, Beasley and 
Bohren found 30 green thun- 
derstorms in Oklahoma and 
Texas. “We found that the 
optical properties of thunder- 
storms undergo many transfor- 
mations,” said Bohren. “In 
almost every case, the storm 
ends up being green.” 

But, why green? Is it the 
existence of hail inside the 
storm or is the green created 
by reflettions of light from 
green foliage? 

.“We found that ground 
reflections alone cannot 
account for the green col- 
oration,” said Gallagher. In 
fact, the trio believes that 
green foliage has absolutely no 
influence on the coloration of 
thunderstorms. 

And, it may not be hail 
either. The scientists recorded 
both green and non-green 
clouds which almost certainly 
had hail. “This does not rule 
out the possibility that the hail 
created the green coloration,” 
said Beasley;*but, it does sug- 
gest that the presence of hail 
may not be required in order 
for a storm to appear green.” 

So, green thunderstorms are 
real and not the product of 
over-active imaginations. 
James O’Brien was correct, he 
did see a green thunderstorm. 
Now, if the scientists can only 
explain where that color comes 
from

This week, Congressman 
Mark Foley, R-Fl, co-sponsored 
the Women’s Health and Can- 
cer Rights Act of 1997. He says

This legislation guarantees 
coverage for inpatient hospital 
care following a mastectomy, 
lumpectomy, or tymph node 
dissection (based on a doctor's 
judgement), requires coverage 
for reconstructive procedures, 
ensures a second opinion for 
any cancer diagnosis and offers 


` significant physician protec- 


tions for inducement or retri- 
bution. 

“It ie a tragedy that some 
wofnen who must undergo pro- 
cedures for the treatment of 
breast cancer are rushed 
through their recovery from 
these procedures on an outpa- 
tient basis due to the cost-cut- 
ting measures of health plans 
and insurance companies,” Rep 
Foley said. “This legislation 


© 
should restoré confidence to 
the more than 2,6 million“ 
women who live with breast 
cancer in the United States. 
Women should know that their 
medical treatment will be 
based on good medicine, not on 
simple economics!” 

Rep. Foley has also spony 
sored-a resolution that calls for 
additional research into the 
benefits of mammographies for 
women aged 40-49 and makes 
a strong request that the Advi- 
sory Panel for the National 
Cancer Institute consider reis- ` 
suing the guideline rescinded 
in 1993 which recommended 
that women in their forties 
seek annual breast cancer 
_screening. 

“Studies have shown that 
mammograms are of value to 
women in this age group. We 
need to encourage further 
research in this area to wholly 
understand just hôw great.the 
benefits can be to early dete 
tion,” Rep. Foley said.

People who can't meet the tax 
filing deadline can send Form 4868 
to the IRS and get a four-month 
extension of time to file.

On Monday, February 24, 
- the spotlight will be on the 
dangers of lightning. Annually, 
Florida leads the nation in 
lightning deaths and injuries. 
During 1996, 12 people were 
killed and 102 were injured by 
lightning. This is well above 
the 38-year average of 10 
deaths and 35 injuries. 
Documented damage’ from 
lightning stands at $1.1 mil- 
lion, but actual costs are cer- 
tainly higher, 

On Tuesday, February 25, 
attention will be paid to 
‘marine hazards, including rip 
y currents, waterspouts, high 
winds and seas, and other haz- 
ards to the boating community. 
Florida’s most deadly weather 
related hazard, the rip current, 
drowned 30 people ‘and nearly 
drowned another 17'in 1996. 
This is above the average of 25 
rip current drownings a year. 
High publicity about rip cur- 
rents is needed to Deish tan the

awareness of residents and 
tourists and to reduce loss of 
life. 

Florida maintained its pre- 
eminence as the waterspout 
capital of the United States 
with 70 confirmed sightings of 
waterspouts. Strong winds in 
the coastal waters and on area 
lakes claimed the lives of 
boaters and led to the rescue of 
others. 

On Wednesday, February 26, 
the theme will be tornado and 
severe thunderstorm safety, 
and will include a statewide 
tornado drill, Florida is the 
undisputed thunderstorm capi- 
tal of the United States. In 
1996, thunderstorms produced 
65 tornados and 365 cases of 
other damaging thunderstorm 
winds or large hail. These 
winds killed one person, 
injured 430 people and cdused 
over $32 million in damage. 
The tornado drill will serve to 
test the receipt of emergency 
messages from the National 
Weather Service, and to give 
schools an opportunity to check 
out their tornado preparedness 
plans. In the event of actual 
threatening weather that day, 
the drill will be rescheduled for 
Thursday, the 27th.
